Thjb deoiiion reached by the bookbinders at 

the Government Printing Office to postpone 
llieit threatened strike for the present at least 

recalls a similar incident 
in relation to the pro- 
posed strike by the print- 
ers in the Oovenunent 
Printing Office about 
twenty-five years ago. 
At that time there was a meml>cr of C^'ongress 
from the W est named Wvnck who angt;rtHl the 
members of the Typograj>hical L'nion by mak- 
ing remarks dhd referenoes iftkfavorable to the 
Bnico. Hie members were so mach dis- 
pleased with Mr. Van< k that they determined 
to defeat him for rt'-t lectidii and went out in 
his District and worked so hard against him 
that lie was defeate<l. 

During the next session of Consress, which 
was a short session, there was a deficiency in 
the a{)propriHtion for rlie (iovemment Printing 
Office, and appiicatiou was made for an appro- 
priation. vAirdK happened to be a member 
of the Committee on Printing and had the.

done to him in defeating him for rejection, 
he had inserted in the appropriation that the 
printers should be paid at a rate of forty cents 
per thousand -instead of fifty cents, the rate 
then being }»aid, thi^ to take etfei t after the 
short session, and atf tho' appropriation was 
on an important bill, it went through at the 
last moment of the session and the Preei^ent 
signed it. The printei's in the (lovenntient 
Printing ( )flice when they heard it were most 
indignant and at once a meeting was/ailed and 
threats were made of going out on a strike. 
At the meeting, which was a long one, a n«m- 
b«r of extremists spoke in favor of an imme- 
diate walk-out, saying that the Government 
could not get along without them, and as Con- 
ijross was still in session, it would pass a l»ill 
repealing the section of the appropriation bill 
reducing the wages of the jtrinters. 

For a time strike talk was uppermost and it 
looked as if the meeting would decide in favor 
of one. Just at the mtical moment an old 
grey-bearded printer arose and asked for a juiii- 
ute's hearing. Ho said some years })efore that 
eleven states had gone on a strike against the 
United States Government, declaring that they 
would bring the Government to tmns, and for 
years the battle raged and the striking states 
were l»eaten. "T was one of the strikers to go 
out against the Government and 1 was glad 
enough to ^t back again, and after my one 
e.xperience in tigliting the (Jovernment of the 
Tnited States I don't intend to go on another 
strike. It don't pay." The ohl man s wonis 
bad an immediate effect and the hot-heade<l 
leaders who were talking .strike found the sen 
timent at once chaugeil and the meeting was 
adjourned and no strike was ordered.
